It was certainly sune by the French 


soldiers during the war in which the 
first Duke of Marlborougii iron his 
fume. It was the lullaby of the baby 
son of Maiie Antoinette It became one 
of tho most popular songs of the 
French revolution. Napoleon whistled 
tnd song it throughout his life. Beetho- 
ven used It as one of the themes of his 
'Battle Symphony." 


It has beeu for more than a century 


one of the roost popular street songs in 
Europe. And there Is probably not a 
ten-year-old boy or girl !n America who 
does not know the tune. 


Tbe French words, beginning "Mai 


brook s'eo va-t-en guerre," were invent- 
ed by some forgotten French soldier 
during the wnr of the Spanish succes- 
sion. They describe the supposed death 
and funeral of the Duke of Msrlbor- 
uch. which death, in the words of 
Father Pront. "did not then take place, 
by some mistake." since "toe subject of 
be pathetic elegy wns «t the time of Hs 
Composition, both alive and kicking all 
before bias." 


The song had nearly dlefl out in 


France when Marie Antoln«tt* caught 
it up from tne peasant nnrse she had 
employed for her baby; thereupon It 
spread rapidly, as songs do in France. 
Bennmarchais Introduced it into "The 
Marrtace of Figaro." and it was used 
by the red republicans for Incendiary 
purposes of their own.

The Picto- 
rial Review prints In Its December 
number the second Installment of "The 
Love Letters of a Confederate Gen- 
eral," written fifty years ago and now 
published for the first time, in which 
an episode very similar to that of Bar- 
bara Frletchie is described In a letter 
which General George E. Pickett wrote 
to his sweetheart, who later became 
bis wife.

Greenc»stle, Pa., June 3«, 1888. 


I nover could quite enjoy being: a "con- 


Querlng hero." No, my dear, there Is 
»omethtng radically wrong about my hui^ 
ralilsro. I can fight ter a cause I know 
to be just, can risk my own life and the 
lives In my keeping: without a thought of 
the consequences, but when we'va con- 
quered, when veV* downed tha enemy 
und won the victory. I don't want to hur- 
rah. I Tiant to fd off all by myself and 
be sorry for them— want to lie down in th« 
grass away off In the woods somewhere 
or In some lone valley on the hillside tar 
from all human sound and rest my soul 
and put my heart to sleep and get back 
something— I don't know what, but some- 
thing I had that Is cone from me— some- 
thing ouhtle and unexplolnob]*— something 
I never know I had UU I lost It— till it was 
COne— sane— gone !

all happy, hopeful. Joyously keeping time 
to the music, many following it with their 
voices and making up for the want of the 
welcome they were not receiving In the 
enemy's country by cheering themselves 
and giving themselves a. welcome. As 
Floweree's band, playing "Dixie," was 
passing a vine bowered home a. young girl 
rushed out on the porch and waved a 
United States flag. Then, either fearing 
that It might be taken from her or find- 
ing it too large and unwieldy, she fasten- 
ed it around her as an apron and, talcing 
hold of It on each side and waving it In 
defiance, called out with all the strength 
of her girlish voice and all the courage of 
her brave youns heart: 


"Traitors, traitors, traitors, come and 
take this flag, the man of you who 
dares!"
